FAMOUS NATURAL CURIOSITY. 

Vermont llao » W«U Where lee Form* at 
All Heaion*. 

Out of the most famous natural curi- 
osit.es In the United States -the won- 
derful "frozen well" at Brandon, Vt., 
is the work of mun played upon by p. 
freak of nature. The well was dug in 
the year 1888, and has been a noted won- 
der since the first 15 feet of the excava- 
tion wa* made. It was started In gravel, 
which extended to a depth of ten feet, 
where a four-fool bed of sticky yellow 
day was encountered. After this clay 
stratum had been pierced and the total 
depth of tlie well was pronounced to be 
I I feet, a deposit of solidly frozen grav- 
cl wua struck. Work which was done 
OB the well during the next three or 
four weeks revealed the fHct that Ibis 
glacial deposit was exactly 15% feet in 
thickness, \fter the excuvutlon had 
been extended through the frozen grav 
el a layer of sand (unfrozen) wan re 
vcaled, nud It was in this that water 
wns found. A "basin" was then dug out 
(which nave the well a totnl depth of 
85% feet) and the hole was then walled 
up. Since that time the water in this 
peculiar well him never been more nor 
leaf* than two feet lu depth, and this is 
always frozen over with a sheet of ice 
of greater or le«» thicknese. During the 
Summer of 1899 the temperature at the I 
bottom of "Brandon's froaen well" 
WAS phenomenally low so low, in fact, 
that ire ut one time formed to t he depth 
of Jfl Lathee on the two-foot sheet of 
water.
